The treatv with the United 
was signed in 1902 and those with Japan 
and England in 1903. The Chinese gov- 
ernment acted in perfect faith in’ the 
fulfilment of its pledges, and the prom- 
ised reform had so far progressed that 
Tang Shao-Yi, governor of Mukden, had 
commenced in America when the demise 
of the dowager Empress threw China 
into chaos and the negotiations were 
abandoned. 

New China is beginning anew 
itself upon a first-class commercial basis. 
The need of a reform of the currency 
may be realized when it considered 
that there are now in circulation in 
China at least a dozen kinds of “dollars” 
and over 150 coins known as the tael, 
the standard coin of the empire. Bar 
silver is still in use. It is very difficult 
for foreign merchants to do business in 
China under the circumstances. 

The Likin tax is one of the worst and 
oldest abuses in China. The fees are im- 
posed upon goods shipped from one part 
of the empire to another, very much like 
the American toll system on publie roads. 
As it is eollected by the provincial au- 
thorities and is levied by both the cen- 
tral and provincial governments it has 
degenerated into such misuse that almost 
any price obtainable is demanded. 

In the farther future comes the vast 
reforms of the Chinese tariff. This is 
such a mammoth undertaking that it is 
impossible to judge of it now. 

Undoubtedly the consummation of this 
loan has been one of the greatest victor- 
ies which American financiers have scored 
here in many years. Its import is vastly 
larger than the amount involved and by 
it America is placed in a most favorable 
position to capture the commerce in the 
market which American capital is open- 
ing to the world. 

The bonds covering the loan will be 
taken by the American syndicate, it is 
stated, at 95. The Hu Kuang railroad 
loan is still pending. In it the share of 
the United States is to be $7,500,000.

“The responsibility for the construe- 
tion of municipal public works in the 
city of Boston is at present 
among the heads of three independent 
departments, the city engineer, the water 
commissioner and the superintendent of 
streets. The city engineer's department 
has little more than a consulting rela- 
tion to the other two branches; it has 
practically no direct jurisdiction. The 
other two departments, water and 
streets, perform work which brings them 
into daily contact and yet are wholly 
disconnected in jurisdiction and respon- 
sibility, and there exists no provision 
to insure their working in cooperation. 
it comes about that two wholly 
independent authorities share work of 
exactly the same nature, such as, for 
example, the repair of water mains and 
the repair of sewer pipes. This division 
of authority is undoubtedly a great 
obstacle to efficient municipal construc- 
tion.

|SOUTH POLE TRIP — 
BY GERMANS IS 
PLAN FOR SPRING. 


BERLIN — Preparations for another 
German Antarctic expedition are being 


made. It will sail next spring. Its leader 
will be Chief Lieut. William Filchner of 


the German general staff. ‘ 
Primarily the object of the expedition 


is to determine the relations between 


East and West Antarctica, but its pro- 
moters admit that if in the course of 
their explorations they find themselves 
within a few miles of the south pole they 
will make an attempt to reach that spot. 

The expedition, which starts from 
Bremen in April, is being organized under 
the auspices of the Berlin Geographical 
Society, although the funds have, been 
privately subscribed. The Arctic vessel 
Bjorn of 500 tons has been bought and is 
now being fitted out near Christiania. 
Her captain, Jorgensen, is.a Norwegian, 
but all the officers, as well as the crew 
of 25, will be Germans. 2 

Most of the members of the expedition 
have already been chosen.. They inelude 
Dr. E. Barko, Dr. Henry Seelheim, Dr. 
W. Brennecke, Dr. Kohl and Dr. Heim. 

The expedition will be equipped for 
three and a half years, although it may 
return before then if its work is com- 
pleted. The total cost will be about 
$600,000, more than half of which has 
already been subscribed. 


SCHOOL CADETS

CHICAGO—Present conditions make it 
necessary to approach the task of a fore- 
cast of the coming election with more 
than customary care. 

Apathy, widespread over the country, 
and indicating a light Republican vote, 
and the further fact that in nearly all 
of the states which are important to Re- 
publican victory in Congress there is 
much sulking on the part of both the 
regular Republicans and the insurgents, 
are reminders in a striking way of the 
campaign of 1890, when the Republicans 
lost the House of Representatives. 

At the same time, however, the case, 
viewed from another standpoint, is more 
hopeful for the Republicans than was 
that of 1890, for there is a general and 
fairly widespread effort on the part of | 
Republican insurgents to get together. | 

The speech beiore the Hamilton Club 
in this city of Senator Cummins of lowa, 
leader of the insurgent forces in the 
central West, and their most effective 
_man in the Senate, is an evidence of the 
existence of this movement. 

In his own state the hatchet has been 
- buried, except for some few of the more 
ultra-radicals, and it is his belief that 
Towa will next month give the Repub- 
lican ticket an old-fashioned Republican 
majority, electing practically all the Re- 
publican nominees for Congress, reg- 
ulars as well as insurgents. The weight 
of his great influence is being thrown in 
support of such a result. 

The question of importance is whether 
this movement toward harmony has been 
taken up in time. This question will 
not be answered until the votes have 
been counted. 

Another hopeful sign for the Republi- 
eans is the fact that on the tariff, which 
is the main issue of the campaign, the 
Democrats themselves are hopelessly di- 
vided and cannot be counted upon to do 
any better than the Republicans did last 
year. 

It is a further fact of importance that, 
if given the power to legislate, the Dem- 
ocrats would undoubtedly enact some 
kind of a tariff for revenue only. 

The insurgents favor the principle of 
protection, although finding fault with 
the way in which that principle was ap- 
plied in the Payne law. They have 
nothing in common with the Democrats 
on the tariff issue. These points were 
not emphasized in 1890 as they are be- 
ing emphasized today. 

The general impression is that the Re- 
publicans will not elect a majority of 
the next House. This impression prevails 
in the face of optimistic arguments 
based on election tables prepared from 
confidential reports received by the Re- 
publican managers. 

On paper the case looks fairly good. 
It indicates a Republican majority in the 
next House of about seven; but that 
margin is so narrow as to indicate at 
once the uncertainty of the outcome. 
The claim of a Republican majority of 
. only seven itself proves that the situa- 
tion, while not entirely hopeless from 
the Republican viewpoint, is by no means 
sure.

The chamber makes public today mod- 


ifications of the uniform demurrage sieliial 


formulated by the special demurrage 
committee of the chamber at the request 
of the interstate commerce commission. 

These proposed modifications of the 
uniform demurrage rules have been sub- 
mitted to the interstate commerce com- 
mission, which body, in order to have an 
opportunity to give them consideration, 
has ordered the suspension for another 
30 days. They are as follows: 

1. An addition to the “weather inter- 
ference” rule, providing for the cancella- 
tion of demurrage caused by the fact 
that roads are impassable gr loaded 
teams. 

2. The substitution of a more liberal 
“bunching” rule, so that its application 
will not be restricted to cars from the 
same point of origin, but will take care of 
shipments from various points. 

3. The amendment of the 
agreement” rule as follows: 

(a) Provision that excess credits shall 
be carried forward into the next month 
instead of being canceled. 

(b) Cancellation of provision that 
credits earned on cars belonging to one 
class of equipment shall not be used in 
offsetting debits accruing on cars belong- 
ing to a different class of equipment (i. 
e., as regards box cars versus open cars, 
etc.) 

(c) Cancellation of provision that a 
shipper or receiver who elects to take 
advantage of the average agreement shall 
not be entitled to cancellation or refund 
or demurrage charges under the “weather 
interference” and “bunching” rules. 

4. In the matter of free time allow- 
ance, it was decided, after full discus- 
sion, to recommend that 72 hours be 
allowed for unloading coal, fertilizer, 
grain, grain products, hay and wool, and 
for unloading stone and forest products.

tomes that have been written about her.

He further finds that 
the average man “does not have to live 
the impossible life of some _ historical 
personage—an Isaiah, a Buddha, a Jesus 
—or to accept the ideals that he finds 
in a book.” At the same time Mr. 
Dole sends forth his own book, confident 
that this reflection of his own ideal of 
manhood will help another on his way. 
Mr. Dole comes squarely out and de- 
clares that even church men no longer 


| take Jesus as the model for the conduct 


of human life, because Jesus was the 
product of his own times and could not 
know the needs of modern civilization. 
Mr. Dole agrees, however, that the ideal 
of human brotherhood which Jesus pre- 
sented holds today, though he seems to 
question whether Jesus knew so very 


‘much more about God than the modern 


“thinking man” knows. Indeed, the 
author seems more ready to accept the 
Master’s lead in what Jesus named the 
second commandment than in the first, 
strive to learn to love God 
by loving man first. Mr. Dole examines 
the human mentality to understand the 
divine and minimizes the understanding 
of the divine Mind which revelation, 
contemplation or prayer may bring, 
while not denying these. He, in short, 
frankly admits the anthropomorphism of 
the modern concept of God (p. 45). 
One who understands the spiritual basis 
and of the 
teachings recorded in the Gospels coin- 
cides, however, with the view expressed 
in Mr. Dole’s question, “Who today 
dreams that the New Testament teach- 
ing or the Bible teaching generally could 
be expected to tally with prevalent 
modern thought?” 

The author agrees with the much 
reasoning of many philosophers who see 
evil to be a necessity to God in working 
out~ good. He finds that the rhythmic 
swing from positive to negative is 
needed to bring any definite impressions 
to the human mind. But if there is 
really a working principle in what he 
describes as the reaction from evil to 
good, then it must be useful everywhere. 
Yet who will find an advocate of this 


‘theory who teaches his child to hate in 


order that he may then swing the fur- 
ther toward love? However. this old 
problem of the seeming presence of evil 
the world very Well handled by 
Mr. Dole he shows how a man 
may choose own viewpoint f all 
things, and by insisting on the good, see 
happiness and progress where the pessi- 
mist sees discord and degeneration.

it should not be difficult to select 
something appetizing, dainty and nutri- 
tious for the day’s meal. Not that all 
the 68 kinds are to be had every day in 
the year, but there is not a day when 
several of them at least are not to be 
found in almost every market. This is 
not true of the coast cities alone. Fish 
are shipped far inland. The other day 
a consignment of clams in the shell, of 
all fish in Ahe world ‘the hardest to 
transport, was sent from Boston to a 
town in Jowa, reaching the latter place 
in fine condition. This has been made 
possible by the improved refrigerator 
cars, rapid transit and skilled packing. 
Cities 200 miles from the coast ar 
known to have in their markets as fine 
fish as can be found in any seaport. 
Fishermen coming in with their catch in 
the afternoon are too late for the day’s 
market even in their home town and the 
fish therefore must be kept until th 
next morning. Some of them are im- 
mediately loaded on cars and appear in 
the markets of some city 200 or 300 
miles away at the same hour that their 
comrades of the catch are placed on sale 
in New York, Boston or Philadelphia 
or some other seaport. 

Summer is really. the season for fish, 
as they are then easier to catch, there 
being but little disturbance from storms. 
but fish taken fresh from the water are 
good at any time of year, even though 
they be oysters and the month have no 
R to give authority to their use. The 
markets are now offering a variety and 
quality that cannot be surpassed at any 
time of year. 

As the winter storms come on the sup- 
ply of fish will be neither so abundant 
nor so varied. as there are days at a 
time when the fishermen do not go out 
at all. When they do go, their working 
hours are shorter and their labor, being 
carried on under greater difficulties, is 
not so fruitful. These statements apply 
to salt water or ocean fish. The fresh 
water fish are scarcely known beyond 
their own localities. The reasons for 
this are apparent. Rivers and streams 
seldom supply more than enough for 
their immediate vicinity, and men do 
not make a business of fishing in them 
as they do in the large bodies ot water. 
Fish from the Great lakes are delicious 
and abundant. Those living on or near 
their shores think there is nothing to 
compare with their whitefish, Lake Su- 
perior salmon and lake trout and some 
others. The catching of these fish is an 
important industry, but they are not so 
easily transported as the salt water fish, 
being more delicate and perishable, and 
probably for that reason are scarcely 
known outside » restricted territory. 

Fish from the Atlantic are generally 
considered superior in flavor to those 
from the Pacific. The English turbot is 
looked upon as possibly the finest fish 
of all. Large quantities of it and of the 
English sole are imported to America. 

Oysters, oyster crabs, white bait, hali- 
but, smelts, scallops and some others 
are looked upon as especially winter fish, 
although the supply of fish during the 
winter is by: no means limited to them. 
Oysters are remarkably good this year. 
This is due, doubtless, to the rigid en- 
forcement of the pure food laws by the 
government. Oyster beds are inspected 
and also all shipments before they go 
out. Bulk oysters must be shipped in 
their own liquor without adulteration

The industry 
in smoked, salted, canned and otherwise 
prepared fish has grown tremendously 
in the last few years. The fish put up 
in this way are so delicate, the methods 
of preserving them having-so improved, 
that their addition to the food supply 
of peoples of all classes has come to be 
an important one. Salt fish is obtain- 
able all the year round, but smoked fish 
is good only in the fall and winter, or 
during cold weather.

Digest and Other Publica- 
tions Weekly to Be Covered 
Every Twenty-Four Hours 


ITS AIM TO BE HIGH 


NEW YORK—A daily newspaper, giv- 
ing the news of the world in the form of 
a daily review, is to be issued, beginning 
about December 1. 

It will be named the News Letter and 
will appear about 3:30 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. 

Ernest F. Birmingham, for nearly 17 
years editor and publisher of the Fourth 
Estate, has announced the appointment 
of William Henry Beers as general man- 
ager of that publication and he himself 
will devote his entire time and energy to 
the new daily, which will be published 
from the office of the Fourth Estate. 

The purposes of the News Letter, he 
states, will be three-fold. First, to con- 
dense the news of the world for the ben- 
efit of the busy man of affairs, supple- 
‘ menting it by the latest news of impor- 
tance up to the hour of going to press. 
Secondly, to gather and present the edi- 
torial opinions of the leading newspapers 
and standard periodicals everywhere on 
all important public questions, without 
any editorial comments of its own. 
Thirdly, to expand the news of art, liter- 
ature, music, the drama in its higher 
. phases, education, religion, civic and eco- 
nomic questions and the like to an extent 
greater than is possible in any existing 
daily publication. 

In an interview Mr. Birmingham said: 
“J believe that the time is ripe for a 
publication which shall duplicate in the 
daily field the instant success which the 
Review of Reviews achieved 25 years ago 
in the monthly Field, and which the 
Literary Digest and similar publications 
heve since achieved in the weekly field. 

“The News-Letter will carry the ‘digest’ 
idea to its ultimate conclulsion—a daily 
edition. It will rest upon the thought 
that with the multiplication of periodi- 
cals the time has come for a daily which 
will condensé and digest not only the 
reviews and the standard weeklies of 
the wodrid, but the daily newspapers 
themselves, and not only for the benefit 
of the reader day after day, but as a 
matter of historical reference for public 
and individual libraries. 

“It is our intention that the News- 
Letter shall appeal distinctly to think- 
ing people in New York city and the 
country at large—for I believe that a 
paper of this character, although issued 
daily, will be, on account of its peculiar 
features, of special interest to readers 
of this class not only in the metropolis 
but in all parts of the United States, 
just as is The Christian Science Monitor, 
Boston’s young daily, though sold in 
Chicago 24 hours late, and in San Fran- 
cisco four or five days after the day 
of publication.” + 

The News-Letter will not pay the usual 
attention to newspaper sensations, as its 
readers, it is supposed, will get the de- 
tails of such things in full from the 
present newspapers. The paper will create 
a field of its own, rather than attempt 
to invade any field served by any pres- 
ent publication or to compete with any- 
thing now published. 

The daily will consist of a minimum 
of 16 pages, half the size of the ordi- 
nary newspaper sheet, five columns to 
the page. More pages will be added if 
needed.

OLD ROMAN SHIP 
UNEARTHED ON 
BANK OF THAMES 


Discovered While Excavating 
for the Foundation for New 
Home of the London 
County Council. 


LON DON—On the south bank of the 
Thames, where they are digging the 
foundations of the new home of the 
London county council, some timbers 
have been unearthed sodden into the 
consistency of black cheese. They lay 
20 feet below the modern surface and at 
the bottom of seven feet of solid mud, 
the deposit of ages, and below them was 
a bed of silver sand. 

The timbers clearly formed part of a 
wooden vessel, which the experts de- 
clare was a genuine Roman _ boat—the 
only carved built Roman boat ever found 
in Britain. Only dugouts have been 
found before. 

About one-half of the barge is left. It 
must have been something like 60 feet or 
70 feet long. It is of oak and it lies on 
the ground like a slightly curved black 
floor. The main part of it is the bottom 
of the boat, some 40 feet by 14. 

The great beam that formed the keel 
and the strong ribs of the bottom and 
the bent ribs,of the sides may be clearly 
seen, the most perfect of which comes up 
over the gunwale and curves over it 
with a curious rectangular undercut in 
the cufve, as if for the play of a rope 
along the side. The oak pegs are still 
in plage and several of the long nails. 

The vessel looks as if it had been run 
ashore on a dropping tide when it made 
its last journey. about 1600 vears ago. 
In it was found a coin of the year 292 of 
the Emperor Carausius, who rebelled 
against Rome and held his own in Brit- 
ain for several years. (Gibbon tells us 
that Carausivgs built a fleet to maintain 
his power, and mayhap this Thames 
barge formed part of that earliest Brit- 
ish fleet. 

In the barge were found also a 
of the vear 80, some scraps of leather 
shoes and fragments o1 
with the plain network pattern. 


DOCTORS RAISE 
RATE SCHEDULE 


RIVERHEAD, L. I.—The physicians of 
Suffolk county have introduced a new 
schedule of rates for their services. Ina 
recent meeting they decided to advance 
their charges in certain cases 25, and in 
others 50 per cent, to meet the advanced 
cost of living. Furthermore, they will 
abandon the contract plan under which 
families get yearly treatment at a cer- 
tain fixed rate. Moreover, the physicians 
are considering trying to introduce a 
plan to levy upon each resident a yearly 
fee of $4 and to put the physicians in 
the pay of the county from the proceeds 
of this tax. 

This latter recommendation was made 
by Dr. S. Busby Allen. Here is the plan 
as he describes itr 

‘My idea is to have a tax of $4 a head 
raised in the county to pay the doctors. 
This, at the present rate of population 
of a little more than 90,000 persons, 
would give us $376,000. For this amount 
of money the 106 doctors in the county 
would supply everything, and give “free 
treatment. We would be hired like edu- 
cators, and be on the same footing. The 
plan would be better all around, The 
doctors would organize and specialize, 
and the treatment would be more. skil- 
ful.” /

COMMERCE ON GREAT LAKES 


Volume of Shipments From Domestic Ports for Septem- 
ber Smaller Than Summer Months But Ahead of 


Corresponding Month 


WASHINGTON — Domestic commerce 
on the Great lakes during September, as 
measured by shipments from domestic 
lake ports, shows a smaller volume than 
for the preceding summer months. ‘The 
bureau of statistics of the department 
of commerce and labor announces a 
monthly total of 11,892,012 short tons 
shipped, which less* than the corre- 
sponding total for September, 1909—12,- 
527,865 short tons. As compared with 
the figures for September, 1908, the in- 
crease in volume was, however, 
than 25 per cent. Smaller shipments of 
iron ore and miscellaneous freight are 
mainly accountable for the decrease in 
the monthly total. . 

The iron-ore shipments for the month, 
6,009,682 long tons, were 12 per cent less 
than the total for the preceding month 
as well as the September figures of 
1909, though the total for the vear thus 
far is larger than that of the correspond- 
ing months of Jast year. 

The loss in shipments does not affect 
equally all the shipping ports. The Du- 
luth-Superior figures for the month, 3,- 
245.967 long tons, were slightly in excess 
of the corresponding 1909 total. Ship- 
ments from other Lake Superior and 
Michigan ports, on the other hand, were

The soft coal shipments during the 
month, 2,457,721 short tons, which 
over 60 per cent was destined to Duluth- 
Superior and Milwaukee docks, were also 
the month before. although 
per cent larger than during 
September of the preceding year. The 
shipments for the nine months of the 
season, 13,697,705 short tons, by far ex- 
ceeded corresponding totals for any 
the preceding years. 

The lumber shipments the 
month, 161,501 M continue fairly 
heavy and exceeded in volume the ship- 
ments during each of the summer 
months., The nine months’ record, 922.- 
596 M feet, shows a 10 per cent increase 
over the 1909 total. Heavier season re- 
ceipts at Lake Erie ports, 393,216 M feet.

He never uses 
a typewriter or an amanuensis, and why 
should he, he asked, when he counts 300 
words a good hour’s work, while the 
mere writing of them would hardly take 
15 minutes? It is common to over- 
estimate the influence of modern inven- 
tions upon literary productiveness. Few 
if any modern writers have equalled the 
bulk of writers like Voltaire, Balzae and 
George Sand, who wrote everything by 
hand. If Dumas used the help of others 
it Was as assistant writers to do certain 
assigned chapters rather than as mere 
amanuenses. The slowest of penmen can 
probably write fast enough to put down 
all his thoughts that are worth record- 
(ing. Of course when it comes to pre- 
paring manuscripts for publication the 
tvpewriter has been of great service, but | 
the notion that it increases the literary 
“output” is probably\a fallacy. A good 
many writers use it, but not because it 
saves time; the Chief expenditure of time 
comes in thinking, not in writing down 
words. And just there lies the fallacy of 
the witticism made by a famous woman 
at the expense of the methodical Southey, 
' who had certain hours for reading and 
for writing. “And when, Mr. Southey, 
ido you think?” The answer, of course, 
is that he thought when he was reading 
and when he was writing, though many 
people, to be sure, do both thought- 
lessly.—Springfield Republican.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Monday, October 31, 1910. 


OF THE twenty-six men who have filled the 
office of President of the United States, 
seventeen received a _ college education. 
Washington, Jackson, Van Buren, Taylor, 
Fillmore, Lincoln, Johnson, Cleveland and 
MclWinley were without college. training. 
Harvard has been represented in the White 
House three times; William and Mary three 
times; and Princeton, Hampton-Sydney, 
= ~~ University of North Carolina, Bowdoin, 
Dickinson, West Point, Kenyon, Williams, Union, Miami and Yale 
once each. Harvard was last represented by Theodore Roosevelt. 
Yale is at present represented by William Howard Taft. Princeton 
hopes to be represented after 1912 by \Woodrow Wilson. 

Of recent years, and beginning with the first regular term of 
Theodore Roosevelt, the relationship between the university and 
politics has become more intimate than at. any previous time in 
the history of the country. Theodore Roosevelt, it may be said, 
was the first distinctively college-bred man to become President. 
His university recognized this fact. All through his administration 
the influence of Harvard was seen in the public life and public 
service of the country, and it has served to pave the way for the 
Yale influencé which is more felt than seen in the administration 
of President Taft. With Woodrow Wilson in the White House, 
of course, we should have the Princeton influence, and, better still, 
we should have in continuance the influence which in the last ten 
years has brought the college man and the non-college man to a 
closer and better understanding of mutual worth. 

During no other period of our national history have able men, 
some with and some without college training, been brought into 
closer contact in large affairs, and especially in affairs of admiunistra- 
tion and government, than in the period which began with the 
accession of Theodore Roosevelt to the presidency. As he was 
one of the most assiduous among college men in his efforts to 
demonstrate that the university produced workers as well as 
dreamers, practical men as well as theorists, his example has 
contributed immensely toward removing erroneous impressions in 
the popular mind with regard to the character and capacity of 
collegians in general. 

It has been a good thing for the non-college man as well as for 
the man of university training, this closer competition. in a field 
where real merit rather than fancied advantage is the test of fitness: 
The non-college man’ has discovered that the college man loses 
nothing by reason of his advanced schooling, while the college man 
has discovered that the non-college man had something to begin 
with which compensated for any deprivation he mav. have experi. 
enced. Ideals and practise have been thus personally represented 
in the world’s activities as never before; and the amalgamation is 
bearing good fruit.

frequent shifting of channels. ‘That idea drew aid from nature 
in the discovery of lignite coal deposits nearby, making possible 
the construction of an electric plant. The power therein generated 
raises water a maximum of eighty feet in two lifts, and the surplus 
goes to the pumping barges at another distant plant. Two acre-feet 
of water, delivered to the land in 100 days, is said to be practical 
guarantee of successful cultivation. 

Removal of the Williston pump barges, marking a vear's 
operation of‘the plant, afforded a chance to estimate with some 
accuracy the collective results. Water was delivered this year to 
1520 acres of land, 600 acres of which were sowed to wheat, 
240 acres to oats, 200 to alfalfa and some to miscellaneous vegetables 
and small grains. The yield in crops more than justified expectations 
and tended to convince exponents of dry farming in that vicinity, 
it is said, of irrigation’s merits. Much of the opposition had been 
due to the prospective expense for the electric plant and. barges, 
charged against the land improved and to be paid for in annual 
instalments for ten years, without interest. But planters are shrewd 
enough to see that working large tracts of land under the old 
plan is far less profitable than the new method of intensive culti- 
vation. Human ingenuity thus is richly endowing the small farms 
while mastering a river's idiosyncrasies. |

facturers was in reality only tending to 
destroy the market for its surplus natural 
products. The free trader of forty years 
ago insisted that the United States should 
throw its ports wide open to the commerce of the world, because 
the country was in a position fo exchange its food products profit- 
ably for the manufactured products of all other countries. The 
claim that the farms of the United States, after meeting all home 
needs, could feed the workers of Europe for an indefinite period 
was a common one, as common as the argument that it was only 
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in the capacity of a producer of raw materials that the United States 
could ever hope to reach or to maintain a high stage of material 
prosperity. 

Within the last few years, however, the fact‘has been impressed 
upon Americans that if they can continue at the present rate ot 
production for twenty-five years to raise foodstuffs in sufficient quan- 
tity to meet the home demand alone they will be doing very well. Gov- 
ernment statistics show that during the first eight monhs of the present 
year the aggregate of American manufactures sent out of the 
country constitutes within a fraction of 53 per cent of the total 


« exportations of the country.. In other words, for the first time in 


its history the United States is exporting a smaller total of natural 
than of manufactured products.

wd Nat Ws States, apparently, is rapidly approaching 
the time when it must surrender its claim to the title of bread- 
basket’ for the world. It is annually consuming an increasing 
proportion of its’ own natural products; it is importing annually 
an increasing amount of raw products of other lands, it is exporting 
annually an increasing volume of manufactured articles. It 1s. 
in short, reversing the conditions which existed forty or fifty years 
ago, and the change cannot be counted entirely for the better.

The state minister for agriculture is reported by our message 
to have given the credit for this development to the working of 
the government agriculturale bank, whereof it was proposed to 
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increase the capital.. Threé?trustees control the bank, and funds 
have been provided ‘for by the issue of mortgage bonds at a rate 
not exceeding 4 per cent. Advances may be made to farmers for 
ringbarking, clearing, fencing, draining or water conservation; for 
discharging existing’ mortgages, and tor the purchase ot stock for 
anprovement. No farmer may obtaii more than $2500, secured 
by the value of improvements. Where the state aid is evidently 
very valuable is in the conditions ot repayment, for during the 
five vears following a loan, 5 per cent imterest thereon 1s all that 
is necessary. Thereafter the borrower must make half-yearly 
repayments, with interest, over a period not exceeding twenty-five 
vears. In the case of purchase of stock a special arrangement can be 
made by the bank. 

Advocates of government aid to farmers will assuredly reply 
to any criticism of “newness” by pointing to the working of the 
Landschaften bank of 1770 in Germany. It is interesting to note 
that a leading Australian authority claims the Credit Foncier, a 
trench institution founded nearly 100 vears after the Landschaften 
as the earliest ancestor of the present system in his own land. 

In a young continent of vast distances and with necessarilv 
inadequate transportation facilities, the assumption by the state of 
the position of benevolent lender gives confidence to the farmer, 
enable§ him to make expensive improvements, and robs the term 
“mortgage” of its old terrors. We may also recognize that in a 
virgin country with immense areas still awaiting the settler the 
land first cultivated is generally the most valuable, by reason of 
accessibility, rainfall or soil composition. Lending under such 
conditions, therefore, 1s not invested with the same risk as in older 
territories with intensive culture. When we remember that in this 
single state of the six states of the Australian commonwealth less 
than 300,000 people are entrusted with the wonderful potentialities 
of an area of 975,920 square miles, the value of reliance upon 
the credit of the government becomes apparent.

Every well-conducted business pays no less 
attention to its expense account than to its 
trade. ‘The identical rule should hold good 
in municipal affairs, where administrative 
details concern the well-being of the ordinary 
citizen as well as the official. Misrule in 
city government is nearly always traceable 
to a desire for individual gain. It 1s only 
within recent vears that the vast admiunis- 
trative machinery of the large city has been 
subjected to the same order that manufacturing establishments or 
big commercial enterprises find absolutely essential to their success. 

It is because Mayor Gaynor has made of his administration 
a business proposition that comparative ‘order now reigns where 
not so many years ago chaos held possession. It is true that the 
office of the commissioner of accounts was established by the New 
York Legislature in 1873, as a result of the Tweed revelations. But 
the ‘‘mayor's eve,” as the office has been very fittingly termed, did 
not always keep a clear vision. The agency by which the mayor 
obtains independent information as to the records and workings 
of all departments in the city government had to be fully used 
before it could become thoroughly effective and productive. 

Other cities and other mayots have expressed their adnmration 
for what Mr. Gaynor has been able to accomplish in less than 
one year. If Mayor Gaynor cared to gpmmit himself in the matter 
he would undoubtedly assign much of the credit for the better 
state of affairs to the office of the commissioner of accounts. In 
the New York instance Raymond B. Fosdick, the commissioner, with 
his staff of almost 100 assistants, has been the instrument through 
which the mayor has been enabled to learn in detail what the 
thirty-four city departments have been doing, how the 60,000 men 
and women have put in their time, and whether the taxpayers have 
been taken care of in the spending annually of $250,000,000 of their 
money. 

The commissioner of accounts is answerable to the mayor, 
must follow his instructions, but must also report his findings to 
the board of aldermen. ‘The commissioner is empowered to compel 
every city employee, from the head of a department to the humblest 
laborer, to respond to a subpoega for the purpose of being a witness 
where investigatjons are ynder way. In reality, the commissioner 
and his force hgve jurisdiction over departments where more than 
$500,000,000 is/handled a year, since the scope ot the commission 
covers both incdme and expenditures. 

The movement for a uniform accounting system in all cities 
bears directly on the New York commissioner of accounts. His 
auditing would be greatly facilitated. As for other communities, 
a uniform system will make available a check by which mistakes 
or malfeasance in office can be negatived. The investigators of the 
commissioner of accounts can enter any department at will, and at 
the most unexpected moment start an examination. Honesty 1s 
promoted when no opposite incentive 1s presented. Government 
rests on fixed rules which are preventive no less than punitive. 

Mlustrating the efficiency of the commissioner of accounts in 
New York, there has been a saving in the dock department alone 
of $175,000 annually. Abuses in the office of the tormer prefident 
of the Bronx have been divulged and removal of the incumbent 
ordered at the instance of former Governor Hughes. The system 
of professional bondsmen has been obviated in the magistrates’ 
courts. Going back to the former administrations, in three years 
and a half the commissioner investigated sixty-six very tmportant 
cases, saving many hundred thousand dollars to the city, and making 
it possible for the chief magistrate to conduct his office with the 
least possible friction and for the greater beneht of the public that 
has vested its confidence in him.

In this connection it 
may be truthfully remarked that not one in thousands of the boxes 
of “sardines” devoured with much gusto and lemon can claim 
relationship to the original finny creature that was named for an 
island. They are all delectable masqueraders. 

The true sardine is found, we learn, only in European waters. 
3ut no one copyrighted his identity, and an oil sardine off the 
eastern coast of the Indian peninsula has similar claims to 
distinction. Species closely resembling the genuine article are caught 
along the Pacific coast of America and in the West Indies, but not 
in remarkable quantities. They are scarce enough elsewhere to 
explain in part the shrewd practise of French wielders of the nets 
years ago, when they caught myriads of young pilchards in the 
bay of Biscay and cured’ them into “sardines” that were eaten 
trustingly by purchasers in different lands. Is it difficult to believe 
that the Cornishman copied so lucrative an example and _ that 
pilchards packed in oil flourished as “sardines” there and everywhere? 

When the Maine dealers found that any of the various little 
clupeoid fishes were suitable for preservation in olive oil as food, 
they, too, grew busy. In fact, the industry quickly reached such 
proportions that the. term ‘“‘sardine’ lost its former exclusive 
application. ~Anything that looked-and acted like a Sardine and 
could be preserved and eaten answered the same purpose as if it 
had been examined and passed upon as the real thing. When all’s 
said and done, it is better to allow a range of choice as wide as 
that between the cute American “sardine” and the ponderous 
two-bite article from some other clime. It is more vitally important 
to see that they are neat and clean and prepared ‘in appetizing 
manner, at least in this country. If the government will do this 
much, the wholesalers, the’ retailers and the consumers of 
near-sardines will be thankful.
